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DETAILED ACTION 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 


The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-4,6-9 and 1 1 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by US Patent #4,593,505 to RUSSELL. In reference to claims 1 and 6, 
RUSSELL discloses the use of a modular wall including a wall panel (10) including a 
base cover (46) having an aperture (60), and an electrical distribution harness (H), see 


above, having an electrical connector (column 3, lines 36-40), at least one channel (50), 
an electrical receptacle (22) and at least one receptacle mounting bracket (14) including 
a cutout (18) and an attachment element (20,38,40) such that the electrical receptacle 
(22) protrudes through both the at least one aperture (60) and the at least one 
receptacle mounting bracket (14), column 2, lines 41-45. Regarding claims 2-4 and 7-9, 
the receptacle mounting bracket (46) is rectangular, C-shaped, and is complimentary to 
the shape of the receptacle (22). 
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Claim 11 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US Patent 
US Patent #4,593,505 to RUSSELL. RUSSELL discloses a method of connecting an 
electrical receptacle (22) to an electrical distribution harness (H) for a modular wall (10) 
having a base cover (46) with an aperture (60), including the steps of providing an 
electrical harness (H) including at least one channel (50) and electrical connector 
(column 3, lines 36-40; connecting the electrical receptacle (22) into the electrical 
connector (column 3, lines 36-40); placing a receptacle mounting bracket (14) over the 
receptacle (22) through a cutout (18) therein such that the cutout (18) surrounds and 
supports the receptacle (22); attaching the mounting bracket (14) to the harness (H); 
and inserting the receptacle (22) through the at least one aperture (60). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5 and 10 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments
